In response to the Applicant's Amendment, Examiner exams amended claims in detail 
to ensure that the amended claims has overcame the Hillhouse's Patent. 
Unfortunately, Hillhouse still reads on the amended claims, exemplary claim 1. The 
indicator is disclosed in Hillhouse patent in Col 8:30-35. The characteristic associated 
with the authentication mechanism is also disclosed. In Hillhouse, the authentication 
mechanism uses to authenticate for accessing data. For instance, a user can select a 
number of authentication methods, such as password, fingerprint, voiceprint, face, palm 
print, retinal scan and so forth, as the authentication mechanism to secure data (Col 
7:30-35). The indicator of a user authentication method is a 2 bytes indicator, unique to 
each available method. The two bytes indicate which method is required. The strength 
characteristic of each authentication method, such as password, fingerprint, voiceprint, 
face, palm print, retinal scan and so forth, is directly explanatory by its authentication 
method. It is clearly well knov^iin the art that a retinal scan has higher authentication 
strength than a password authentication method. The indicator of the authentication 
method is directly explicit the authentication method characteristic of strength. 
Therefore, it is clearly that Hillhouse discloses the amended independent claims 1,11, 
and 21. fl 
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
